An 
opportunity to see yourself as others 
saw you some months ago when you 
were* unwittingly attending a certain 
memorable occasion in the town, will 
be presented.

Edwin A. Speakman, of Narberth, 
inventor of the Haverford College Race 
Timer, has published articles recently 
in several magazines describing this 
new device. These descriptive articles 
are featured in "The Review of Scien- 
tific Instruments," "The Scientific 
Monthly," "The Atlantic Journal" and 
will also appear in several others. 

National publicity has been given this 
new instrument for timing races which 
was described last April in this paper. 
Inquiries have been received by Mr. 
Speakman from Germany and a num- 
ber of German magazines are to publish 
articles describing its operation. As 
a result of such publicity, the inventor 
has been asked by the Richard G. 
Badger Publishing Company of Bos- 
ton to write a book on automatic race 
timing which he is now composing. 

This device has been used in timing 
races at Haverford College and was 
demonstrated by Mr. Speakman at 
radio shows in St. Louis and Phila- 
delphia. It automatically times races 
by means of a microphone and a light 
beam to an accuracy of one hundredth 
of a second. The Olympic Commit- 
tee is to consider the possibility of 
nsing the instrument at the Olympic 
games in California next spring. 

Application for patents have been 
made and reports from the United 
States Patent Office are of an encour- 
aging nature, intimating that a number 
of broad claims are to be allowed. The 
General Electric Company has shown 
interest in the purchase of such a pat- 
ent. 

Several improvements are being made 
in the device so that apparatus of a 
simpler and less expensive design may 
be incorporated into the instrument. 
Haverford College will again use the 
device in timing rac*fes at track" meets 
this spring. 

Mr. Speakman, who graduated from 
Haverford College last June, is at pres- 
ent an assistant instructor in physics 
at Haverford and is also pursuing sev- 
eral graduate studies'. 



Frank A. Schrepfer, Narberth 
Legionnaire and silver-tongued orator, 
was the speaker Tuesday at the Bala- 
Cynwyd- Narberth Rotary Club. His 
talk, "The Spirit of the Times," was 
a plea for the substitution of beauty 
for the worship of the machine type 
of civilization. 

Mr. Schrepfer outlined the three 
values or qualities in life as those of 
time and space; those of the sense and 
those dealing with the abstract. Beauty 
was defined as one of the abstracts, 
the pursuit of which is difficult under 
present-day conditions. 

"We have set up false gods," the 
speaker said. "For the economics 
which we worship as the significant 
current in our present-day life is noth- 
ing more or less than the great god 
Mammon." 

To show the advantages of earning 
a livelihood by the sweat of the brow 
instead of by the economic structure 
of the machine age, Mr. Schrepfer 
pointed to France. In that country, 
he said, the fact that the machine^ age 
made no great inroads has put it in 
a strong position today. 

"To confuse content and form is a 
fundamental human error," he said. 
"We need more of humanity. That is 
obvious when one sees bursting gran- 
aries, stores of gold and a surplus of 
raw materials in contrast to starvation 
and unemployment" 

A talk in behalf of the United Cam- 
paign by the Rev. Robert J. McFet- 
ridge preceded Mr. Schrepfer's 
address. 

The next meeting of the club, at 
which A. F. W. Vick will be the 
speaker, will be held at the new head- 
quarters, the Overbrook Golf Club.

Christmas Seal Sale 
Opened Thanksgiving Day 

The twenty-fifth annual Christmas 
Seal Sale to be conducted on the Main 
Line bv the Seal Sale Committee, oi 
which "Mrs. J. Emott Caldwell, of 
Bryn Mawr, is chairman, began yes- 
terday. 

"Christmas Seals find more work to 
do this year than ever before," Mrs. 
Caldwell said. "Problems of unemploy- 
ment and lowered living standards in- 
crease the incidence of tuberculosis. 
There must be no curtailment of united 
effort to fight this disease. On the 
other hand, efforts must be increased 
in times such as at present if we are 
to continue the progress we have 
made." 

In Montgomery County during 1930 
there were 188 deaths from tubercu- 
losis. Two-thirds of these deaths were 
persons under the age of 45 years. 
Tuberculosis causes more deaths in 
Pennsylvania between the ages of 15 
and 45, the most productive years in 
life, than any other diseases. No other 
disease claims as many sick victims as 
does tuberculosis. Because of long 
duration no other disease catises more 
suffering, poverty and actual depend- 
ence than tuberculosis. 

The all-year-round efforts to pre- 
vent and cure tuberculosis, the control 
of which must still be based on accu- 
rate early diagnosis, and the perfec- 
tion of treatment by means of the 
recognized methods, rest, fresh air and 
nursing care, are financed by the 
Christmas Seal Sale.

need goes on in good times or bad. 

But the paradox which faces every hospital today is the increase in 
the need for free service and the decrease in the funds which make such 
service possible. The Bryn Mawr Hospital, charged with the duty and 
the privilege of ministering to the Main Line, is one of the many in- 
stitutions wrestling with that problem. 

The hospital has but two sources of revenue: paying patients and 
voluntary contributions. It is not a public institution in the sense that 
it receives a share of the taxpayer's money. Tts affairs are subject to 
the same rules of income and expense as any other responsible organiza- 
tion. 

Some interesting figures were compiled this week by the hospital, 
showing the scope of the free and part-paid service rendered during the 
first ten months of this year. The figures show that of a total of 15,288 
visits to the dispensary, 3,996 visits were entirely free. 

For the first 10 months of 1931 — of a total of 46,312 patient days, 
28,164 of these days or 60.9% were ward days, and of this amount, 
6,144 or 13.3% were entirely free, and 16,179 or 34.9% paid only a part 
of the maximum charge of §4.00 a day. 

The value of free treatment to ward patients for first 10 months 
-was $73,520.00. (This is the difference between $4.00 a day and the 
amount actually charged.) 

When it is taken into consideration that the $4 a day maximum 
charged ward patients is still more than a dollar shy of actual expenses,

An amiable citizen of the borough, 
comfortably relaxed after dinner, was 
chatting with The Observer one eve- 
ning recently and let out a thought 
which may have arisen in the minds 
of other local men but remained un- 
expressed. "What has come over 
Narbcrth this fall?" he asked. 
"Everyone seems to be working on 
the assumption that the men don't 
want to stay at home any evenings 
with their wives and families. There 
seems to be a lot of anxiety about any 
spare evening time a man might hap- 
pen to have on hand," Questioned, he 
explained that first there was the 
Men's Bridge Club with its own room 
open every evening, then the Narbcrth 
Players, who, so far as he was con- 
cerned, seemed to be soliciting mas- 
culine membership and, finally, that 
men's affair at All Saints Church last 
week. All good in themselves, he 
said, but how about the man who 
really likes to stay at home with his 
family, not occasionally, but just as 
many evenings as possible? 

The Observer found food for much 
thought in those comments of his 
really amiable friend. One must be 
available and alert to serve the <.om- 
nninity in which he lives, but how far 
do any segments of the community, 
self-assembled for recreational pur- 
poses, have a right to urge a man, be- 
yond a single courteous invitation, to 
devote his time to them and their 
affairs? How far is it reasonable to 
assume that the men of Narbcrth do 
not enjoy most of all the seclusion and 
comfort of those homes which they 
have established and are maintaining 
here, sometimes at great effort and 
sacrifice? What arc homes for any- 
way ? 

The unseasonably warm weather 
which has prevailed all during Novem- 
ber is not good for business. Ask the 
coalman or the clothier what he thinks 
of it. Rut it has played into the hands 
of the street work which the borough ] 
undertook to relieve unemployment, j 
In fact, it has behaved almost mirac- j 
ulously. Street work of that kind is j 
usually done only in warm weather | 
for there are some of the operations, 
notably the penetration with melted 
tar, which cannot be successfully han- 
dled in frosty times. It was with some 
trepidation on that score, therefore, 
that the borough authorities under- 
took the present street work on No- 
vember 1. Not only has the weather 
remained mild, and clear, but Super- 
intendent Suplee says that at one point 
on the Haverford Avenue job when a 
light rain would actually be benefi- 
cial, exactly the right kind of rain fell 
for exactly the right length of time. 
Even the weather gods looked with ! 
favor on Narberth's relief program. 

The announcement in Our Town" 
last week that there were 45 Narberth 
families actually in need of relief at- 
tracted much attention. It surprised 
the community and there were many 
people who were not inclined to ac- 
cept that statement just because it had 
appeared in print. Discussions of 
cases immediately revealed an inevi- 
table but none the less interesting di- 
vergence of personal viewpoint. 
There are those who would favor a 
policy of relief wherever want exists, I 
regardless of the circumstances of dili- ! 
gence and thrift, or the lack of both, j 
which had contributed to the develop- \ 
ment of that want. "We can't let 
people starve or go chilly right here 
in Narberth." says such a person: "we 
will give them something to eat first 
and investigate afterward." There are 
others who feel that the responsibil- 
ity for the wise expenditure of com- 
munity funds, entrusted to them for 
the purposes of relief, makes it neces- 
sary to investigate first even though 
children are pinched a little longer 
pending a study of the habits and at- 
titudes of their parents. It is the old 
question of which is the more impor- 
tant, human beings or property: in 
this instance, money. Which is?

30 is the last date to catch the Pacific 
Coast sailings to the Orient. 

Christinas mail to Siam 
should have been sent Monday, the 
16th. 

Narberth's postmaster, J. Bertram 
Nespcr, has an alphabetical list of 
nations of the world, witli the dates 
before which Christmas mail should be 
sent from New York. If you prefer 
to mail directly from here, an extra 
dav or so allowance should be made. 

The list starts with Aden (Dec. 1), 
Argentina (Dec. 4), Austria (Dec. 11). 
and the A/ores Islands (Dec. 2), and 
winds up with Turkey (Dec. 11), Turks 
Island (Dec. IS), Uruguay (Dec. 4) ,j 
Union of Socialistic Republics — which 
is another wav of saying Russia (Dec. 
11), Venezuela (Dec. 16), Virgin Is- 
lands (Dec. 17), and Yugoslavia (Dec. 
10. You can't find Yugoslavia in the 
J's any more. 

For France and Germany, England, 
Denmark, Ireland and many other 
European nations, New York's final 
sailing date is December 15. 

Parcel post should be mailed at least 
a week in advance of the dates in- 
dicated for letters and post cards. 

By the way, increased postage rates 
went into effect November 1 to some
